Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representation, specifically Peter Garrett described the 
present invention in view of the applied prior art. Mr. Garrett pointed out that in regard to claim 1 , the spatial filter 
apertures disclosed in Meno could not be interpretted to meet the language of the claim because the aperture in Meno 
was only one in a set of rotated filter apertures and each aperture in the set does not meet the limitations of summing 
to unity on a line and summing to zero on either side of the line. Mr. Garrett also explained why the motivation to 
combine the references of Kieu and Meno was not proper since the two inventions have different purposes. Mr. 
Garrett also pointed out that Kieu could not be used to read on claim 4 due to the fact that the thresholds were not 
completely accounted for, and that Kieu does not allow for ONLY three different filter apertures to be used as claimed. 
It was agreed that an after-final response would be filed further clarifying the nature and embodiment of the invention.
